CRIME CHARGED 
DETECTIVES 


Eight Murders for Rob-. 
 bery and NotaSlayer 
IDLE IN “ FRONT OFFICE.” 


-periors Say, Think More 
of Pay Day Than of 
Pheir Duties. 


Bight murders for robbery within a year, 
and not one slayer arrested. 

Chicago swarming with thieves, and 
“ front office "detectives sitting idly by and 
counting the hours till pay day shall arrive. 

A few warrants served—" the work of mes- 
senger boys,” Chief O’ Neill puts it—but prac- 
tically no desperate criminals placed behind 
the bars. 

These and. other charges were made yes- 
terday and last night when the police trial 
board met to hear the cases against the nine 
detective sergeants who were suspended by 
Chief O'Neill at the beginning of the ** graft ”* 
inquiry, The blanket charge made by the 
chief was “incompetence and neglect of 
duty,” and the testimony of Lieuts. Rohan 
and MeWeeney of the detective bureau was 
_in support of the chief’s allegations. 


Charges Against Four Heard. 

The charges agaipst Daniel O’Keefe, Pat- 
rick McLaughlin, John J. Mason, and W. 
W. | Howe were heard. The cases of Ser- 
geants Quinn and Mackey have been post- 
poned because of the filing of additional 
charges of insubordination against them, 


After listening to the testimony given at 
the hearing last night, a prominent city 
official said: 

“Not only these men, but the whole 
‘front office’ ought to be transferred, and 
new blood put in the detective department. 
Crime is rampant in the city, and the men 
who ought to stop it do nothing.” 

The records of the four detectives in ques- 
tion showed that the greatest number of 
criminals sent to Joliet by any one of them 
in the last year was one. Their superior of- 
flcers accused them of knowing criminals 
and of not taking measures to get them out 
of the city. 

, Eight Murders; No Arrests. 

In the case of Mason, Chief O’Neill asked 
Lieut. Rohan, then on the witness stand, con- 
cerning the crimes which had been commit- 


“Isn't It a fact,” he asked, that thére 
have been seven or eight robberies that were 
accompanied by murder?’ 

** It is,’’ said the lieutenant. 

“Has there been an arrest in any one of 
them?” 

“ Not one.” 

In the case of McLaughlin, the chief sought 
by questioning Lieut. McWeeney to prove 
that the detectives were acquainted with 
criminals and did not interfere with them. 


great’many pickpockets?’ asked the chief. 

** He does,’’ said Mc Weeney. 

“ Couldn’t he bring them in?” 

“If he wanted to.” 

** Does he do it?”’ 

“ Bome one ought to be sent to the peni- 
tentiary,”’ said Lieut. McWeeney in explain- 
ing the charges of incom nee against the 
men, ‘‘ Enough offenses are cOMmitted to en- 
title a great many men to be sent there.”’ 


Records of Accused Men. 
Lieut. McWeeney gave practically the 
facts on which,the members of the trial 
board could base a judgment. The record 
of each of the four men tried, as he gave 
it for a year, was as follows: 

| Daniel O’Keefe—Made twenty arrests, sent one 
man to the penitentiary, and returned one fugitive’ 
to another city. 

Patrick McLaughlin—Was given eighteen war- 
rants, made twenty-five arrests, sent one man to 
the ‘house of correction, none to the penitentiary, 
two to Pontiac, and one to Joliet for violation of 
parole; had returned three fugitives and failed in 
two burglary investigations. 

John J. Mason—Given fifteen warrants; returned 
four fugitives and sent one man to penitentiary. 

W, W. Howe-—Given twenty-four warrants; 
made fourteen arrests, sent one man to the house 
of correction, returned one fugitive, and worked on 
one burglary without result. 

Howe called in a number of witnesses, who 
testified that his service had been excellent. 
These witnesses included several police 
magistrates, a number of attorneys, assist- 
ant state’s attorneys, and-Inspector Camp- 
bell. Some of his witnesses did like service 
-for the other detectives. é 


Indications of Long Fight. 

The detectives were represented by At- 
torney Carl Meyer, who wag not allowed to 
act, but he entered formal objections to 
some rulings, which indicated a purpose to 
carry the matter into the state courts if the 
ruling were adverse to the detectives. 

It is alleged by the defendants that the 
workings of the “front office” are unfair 
and that there had been discrimination in 
handing out work, so that the favored de- 
tectives made the better showing. 


Kiss Costs Ten Days’ Pay. 

Before taking up the cases of the detective 
sergeants the trial board went on record 
against blending lovemaking and duty. Pa- 
trolman Edward Seltzer of the West Chicago 
avenue station, who was charged with kiss- 
ing a young woman in a candy store in Di- 
vision street, was fined ten-days’ pay and 


reprimanded. 
Bernhard F. Kuhn of the gambling detail, 


' charged with having accepted two $5 bills 


from a saloonkeeper, was discharged. No 
one appeared against him. 

The case of Detective Sergeant Andrew J. 
Rohan Jr., son of Lieut. Rohan, also was 
heard and taken under advisement.. He is 
charged with irregularities in connection 
with the arrest of Benjamin Newman, who 
was charged with stealing goods from his em- 
ployers, the Isaac Woolf Clothing company.

PLAYSFOOTBALL-DIES 


| Baltimore Student Dead in Excit- 
ing Game with Annapolis. — 


Death Comes After Thirty Minutes of 
Hard and Fast Work on Gridiron. 


Annapolis, Md., Oct. 21.—[Special.]}—Rob- 
ert S. Lewin, right guard in the Baitimore 
Medical college football team, died in the 
- last five minutes of the first half of the game 
with the midshipmen from the naval acad- 
emy here today. Déath was caused by 
cardiac syncope, or heart failure. Lewin's 
home was at Plainfield, N. H. 

The opposing teams had swayed back and 
forth over the field for thirty minutes. The 
navy by hard line bucking had pushed the ball 
to within ten yards of the visitors’ goal, 
when the latter hurled the midshipmen back. 


Death Without Warning. 

The medicos made gains of three and five 
yards and had just lined up for another ef- 
fort, when Lewin fell to the ground. His 
limbs immediately became rigid. He was 
carried from the field and five minutes later 
was pronounced dead, although physicians 

worked over him for half an hour in a vain 
hope at reviving him. 

As far as the physicians could discover, 
Lewin received no injury of any kind. He 
did not fall during a rush or lie on the ground 
after a tackle as if suffering from injury. 
On the contrary, he had after the play lined 
up with the others after a scrimmage. Sud- 
denly, before another phay started, heasked 
the referee to call time, dropped to the 
ground, and, as far as could be noticed, never 
moved again or gave any sign of life. 

Game Unusually Spirited, 

The game between the two teams was un- 
usually spirited, but entirely devoid of foul 
playing or unnecessary roughness. The ut- 
most good feeling had been displayed 
throughout the game by players on both 
teams, and no possible blame is attached to 
any one. Attending physicians agree that 
heart failure was brought on by the exertion 
of the game. 


DEAD APPEARS: COURT SAYS NO. 


Plea of Man Convicted of Murder Fails 
to Secure Liberty Despite 
Victim Lives. 

Knoxville, Tenn., Oct. 21.—[{Special.]—For 
a third time, Silas Hulin, the supposed vic- 
tim of a murder, was “ resurrected " and ap- 
peared alive and well in the courtroom this 
evening as the chief witness in the habeas 
corpus brought to have Clarence 
Peak, who is under a sentence of eighteen 
years for the murder of Hulin, liberated. 

The court, however, dismissed the petition, 
holding in effect that Silas Hulin is dead to 
all intents and purposes, and that the court 
had no legal right to interfere with the con- 
viction and judgment, which had been prop- 
erly secured.

IS ENOUGH FOR FIVE PERSONS 


Americans Should Copy French, Who 
Know How to Be Poor. 3 


Let the man who is struggling to support 
a family on $12 a week take heart. His task 
is not impossible. This was demonstrated 
yesterday. What is more, it was demon- 
strated, not by a man, but by a woman—or, 
to be exact, by a whole club of women. 

The income proposition came up at the 
meeting of the Hull House Woman’s club, 
when a committee appointed some time ago 
to investigate the income problem reported 
the result of its research. 

As a basis on which to work the committee 
first decided that the Income of the average 
Chicago family is $12 a week. 


How to Expend the $12. 
To secure the best results this sum should 
be expended as follows, Mrs. Bertha Davis, 
the chairman, reported:

French Know How to Be Poor. - 

Besides applying this table to their daily 
expenditures, the poorer classes could gain 
much by studying the lives of the smal) 
wage earners in France. This point was 
brought out by Miss Jane Addams, who 
showed by tables that in the European re- 
public the rent item is not more than 25 and 
not less than 20 per cent of the family income. 

“The poor of France seém to get miore out 
of life than the poor anywhere else,” said 
Miss Addams. “ They have systematized 
their expenses, and carefully save for extra 


pleasures. 

After settling the income problem, the club 
turned fits attention to the many wiles em- 
ployed by storekeepers to lure money from 
women's pocketbooks. 

“ Pay cash when you buy,” declared Mrs.

“ In the judgment of your committee these 
modifications of law can be authorized with- 
out damage or discredit to the national bank 
circulation, but your committee cannot red- 
ommend any step that will tend toward a ré- 
turn to the miscellaneous circulation which 
prevailed in the country before the war, or 
any step which will disregard the history of 
finance among the commiercial nations of the 
world, nor can it recommend that any note 
should be issued without the certainty of its 
redemption in standard coin of the United 
States.” 

As to Emergency Currency. 

Concerning the proposal to change the law 
so as to permit the issue of emergency cur- 
rency the report says: : 

Bmergency circulation could, within caré- 
ful limitations, be safely permitted upon the 
actual! deposit with the treasury department 
of securities acceptable to the secretary of 
the treasury. And upon such deposits cir- 
culation could be issued promptly to meet 
actual emergencies, which would not be pos- 
sible if time were taken for the examination 
of general assets by the secretary of the 
treasury and controller of the currency. A 
tax of 6 per cent per annum should be im- 
posed upon such emergency circulation te 
insure and hasten its return to the issuing 
bank, this tax to be set aside as « safety 
fund to secure the United States 
for the redemption of notes so issued.”

STOPS GIFTS TO CHARITY. 


Nebraska Statesman Failed to 


Advise Testator as to Some 
Needed Formalities.

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 21.—[ Special. )— 
William J. Bryan of Nebraska is likely to 
lose $50,000 and the direction of the distri- 
bution of $100,000 more because of biun- 
ders he made in drawing the will of the late 
Philo 8S. Bennett of the firm of Bennett & 
Sloan of New York, who was accidentally 
killed in Thunder mountain, Idaho, July 9. 

The will drawn by Mr Bryan disposing of 
Bennett's estate, valued at over $800,000, will, 
in all probability, be contested because Mr. 
Bryan omitted to direct Mr. Bennett to ob- 
serve the simple formality of notifying the 


witnesses that it was a will they were sign- | 


ing. 
Another cause for contesting the validity 
of the document is the fact that the bequest 
to Mr. Bryan was not made in the will 
proper, but in a sealed letter accompanying 
ii and addressed to Mrs. Bennett, and in- 
scribed with the declaration that it should 
be opened by her and by no one elise. 


Renounces His Claim. 

After the legal tangle caused by. Mr. 
Bryan's blunder had developed to the sen- 
sational point and the court had assumed 
the responsibility for opening the sealed let- 
ter to Mrs. Bennett, the one time presiden- 
tial candidate said: 

“‘ Neither I nor any members of my fam- 
Hy shall profit to the extent of 1 cent by the 
bequest of Mr. Bennett unless his widow is 
willing, but I will ask the courts of this state 
to determine whether the bequest is valid 
in law, so that it may be possible for me to 
give the money to educational institutions 
or philanthropic works.” 

Under the will Mrs. Grace Imogene Ben- 
nett is to receive $75,000 outright and the 
trust fund was to be disposed of by her ac- 
cording to the terms of the sealed lettter left 
with the will. The contents of the sealed 
document were not divulged until today, 
when Judge Livingston W. Cleaveland of 
the Probate court broke the seal in_spite 
of the fact that the testator had admonished 
every one except his wife against so doing. 
W.' J. Bryan and his wife, Mrs. Mary Baird 
Bryan, are named in the letter as trustees 
of three funds which are specifically defined 
and their objects expressed.

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MINISTER ADVOCATES EUTHA- 
NASIA AT DOCTORS’ BANQUET. 


The Rev. ™M. St. C. Merle Says Patients 


Beyond Hope Should Be Helped to 
Die as Easily as Possible—Admits 
Idea Is a Dream, but Insists It 
Would Be a Step Toward Higher 
Civilisation — Many Hearers Ap- 
plaud Suggestion. 


New’ York, Oct. 21.—[Special.]—* Where 


‘the prolongation of life simply is a prolonga- 


tion of hopeless agony it seems to me to be 
proper that such a patient should quietly, 
decently, and modestly be allowed to end his 
suffering. -It seems to me such a course 
would be a step forward in civilization anda 
step farther away from barbarism.”’ 

The Rev. Merle St. C. Wright of the Lenox 
Avenue -Unitarian church in these words 
placed himself on record tonight as favoring 
“euthanasia,’’ which, in medical parlance, 
is putting an incurable to death. The sug-

gestion was made before the New York State! 


Medical association at its annual dinner. 

The Rev. Dr. Wright previously had sug-. 
gested that doctors ought really to teach 
their patients more than they do, and they 
might look upon their professions a little 
more from an ethical sfandpoint perhaps. 
But when he'got to the subject of euthanasia 
he admitted frankly it simply was a dream. 

As a dream, however, he had no hesitancy 
in advocating the doctrine. He recalled one 
instance in which a man’s life was saved after 
a disaster at Spuyten Duyvil, and said: 

“They did save his life, though for what 
practical purpose I cannot tell, unless pos- 
sibly for a damage suit. 

I appreciate the practical difficulties in the 
way of the application of the doctrine, but it 
seems to me not beyond the bounds of pos- 
sibility.

DISCUSS POLJCY TOWARD ROME. 


Pan-American Conference of Bishops of 
Episcopal and English Churches Ap- 
points Committee on Resolutions. 


Washington, D. Oct. 21.—Discussion of 
the attitude of the churches of the Anglican 
communion to'the Church of Rome consumed 
most of today's session of the Pan-American 
conference of bishops of the Protestant 
Episcopal church and the English church in 
Canada and the West Indies. A committee 
was appointed to consider a set of proposed 
resolutions defining policy to be pursued 
as regards the Roman church. These resolu- 
tions will be promulgated when approved by 
the conference. During the discussion which 
followed one bishop declared that ‘‘a large 
body of Roman Catholics in America are not 
in sympathy with the Italianizing of the 
Roman church in this country.”

Agents for Interior Department Look- 
ing Up Evidence on Pacific Coast 
Showing How False Entries Are Made 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—[Special.]— 
Assistant Attorney General Pugh and Se- 
cret Service Agent William J. Burns are now 
on the Pacific coast investigating some al- 
leged gigantic land frauds whereby specu- 
lators have secured thousands of acres they 
are not legally entitled to. It Is asserted a 
regular “land graft ring" exists on the 
coast. 

The favorite method of the speculators is 
to secure patented lands within forest reser- 
vations, and then exchange them for more 
valuable lands on the outside, and it is 
charged that some forest reservations have 
‘been created with this end in view. 

It is asserted by a western newspaper that 
the ring has not only acquired “ base "’ lands 
by “* dummies "’ and other fraudulent means; 
it has debauched state land officials; making 
them hirelings or partners in the business; 
it has maintained in the general land office at 
Washington agents whose duties were to get 
information about proposed reserves and 
other profiteble matter. 

The central figures of this conspiracy are 
said to be in San Francisco. A number of 
men, who had been paid for the use of their 
names In applications, and notaries public 
who are accused of certifying false and fraud- 
ulent affidavits, are said to be known.

DEATH LAID 70 GUARDS. 


MURDER WARRANTS OUT FOR 
TWO ASYLUM ATTENDANTS. 


Body of Thomas Hartley, Killed at 
Peoria Institution, Shows Broken 
Ribs and Badly Injured 
Coroner and State’s Attorney Join 


in Recommending Criminal Action | 


Against Men Whe Fought Patient 
from Chicago. 


Peoria, Oct. 21.—[Special. ]}—The autop- 
sy over the Bacar of Thomas Hartley of 
Chicago, the Lllinois asylum patient killed 
by attendants, shows that six of Hartley's 
ribs were crushed and nearly all the organs 
in the abdominal cavity injured. 

Warrants accusing the two attendants with 


/ murder were issued upon the recommenda- 


tion of, State’s Attorney Tefft and Coroner 
Harper. 

adduced at the inquest was 
of a character most damaging to the asylum 
attendants, and as: soon as the gravity of it 
became evident the attorneys for the attend- 
ants advised them to make no statements at 
the inquest. 

The E. A. Sorrell and Samuel 
Flynn, were both at the inquest and Sorrell 
told something of the encounter before he 
was stopped. He said Hartley had knocked 


| him down and then he called Flynn to help 


him. 
Choked Patient te Submission. 
They subdued him, he said, by holding 
him with their hands, and that afterwards, 
when he would not be quiet, they choked him 
to submission with a pillow slip. Sorrell said 
this was the usual method employed in 
asylums to control an unruly patient. 
Hartley's wife reached the city this morn- 
ing, and was a witness at the ingvfest, and 
fainted when Sorrell detailed the fight he 
had with Hartley. Sorrell was first on the 
stand, and, after three hours’ rigid examina- 
tion: on the advice of his attorney, Joseph 
Well, declined to supply further details lest 
his evidence be used against him. 
Flynn absolutely refused to respond to the 
questions propounded. 


Evidence Is Damaging. 

Coroner Harper says: “‘ The evidence given 
was so damaging I considered warrants im- 
perative. The testimony of the physicians 
in the autopsy will show that six of Hartley's 
ribs were crushed and all organs in the chest 
and abdominal cavities, @éxcepting the left 
kidney and liver, were injured.”’ 

Dr. Seeler, head of the asylum, called on 
Coroner Harper and reiterated his former 
request that the investigation be thoroug 
and that no attempt must be made to shiel 
brutalities in the asylum. 

Mrs. Hartley has letters and telegrams 
from Dr. Seeler assuring her that her hus- 
band was improving and was a quiet patient.

READY TO TALK TRACTION 


CITY AND COMPANIES SHORTLY 
TO RESUME NEGOTIATIONS. 


Corporation Counsel Tolman. Sends 
Letter Concerning Authority ef At- 
torneys to Make Perms for Stock 
and Bond Holders—New Way De- 
vised to Avoid Dificulty About Who 
Is to Have the FFranchise—Special 
Holding Corporation. 


Negotiations between the city and the Un- 
fon Traction company regarding a franchise 
extension ordinance for that company are 
to be begun at once. How far they will go 
without interruption is of course another 
story. 

Corporation Counsel Tolman and his asso- 
ciates notified the council committee on local 
transportation yesterday that John 8. Miller, 
as the representative of Judge Grosscup, 
had authority to speak for the court and the 
Union Traction company, and the commit- 
tee could “ with reasonable certainty "’ deal 
with it and him. As for other interests they 
did not think there was much chance of their 
interfering. 

The presumption on which the opinion 
was based was that the negotiations would 
be with the Union Traction company and 
its representatives and the underlying com- 
panies would agree to the terms thus made. 
This, however, may provoke opposition from 
the stockholders of the underlying compa- 
nies, who might demand that the franchises 
be issued in their name. 

A way out of this difficulty now being con- 
sidered by the Union Traction company offi- 
cials is the formation of still another com- 
pany whose sole function it should be to 
hold the franchises which may be granted. 


Letter of Corporation Counsel. 

The letter of Mr. Tolman and his asso- 
clates to the committee says: 

“ The situation is complicated by the fact 
that the Chicago Union Traction cokivany 
is merely lessee of the ordinance rights un- 
der which is operating. Such rights are 
owned by other corporations, whose corpo- 
rate existence is still maintained and whose 
stock and bonds are outstanding. We be-' 
lieve, however, that a fair settlement with 
the city would be advantageous, not only 
to the traction company but also to the 
stockholders and bondhelders of the under- 
lying companies. 

* Mr. Miller, as he stated to you personally, 
comes before you as the direct representa- 
tive of the receivers in possession of and 
operating the properties involved, He does 
not claim to represent individi:al stock- 
holders and bondholders of the underlying 
companies, except to the extent to which 
the traction company is a stockholder in 
such companies. While such stockholders 
and bondholders, under certain circum- 
stances, might have cause for complaint, 
we feel that there is no practical danger of 
interference with negotiations carried on in 
mutual good faith, and believe that any set- 
tlement arrived at which meets with the ap- 
proval of the court, under whose direction 


Mr. Miller is acting, can with reasonable |. 


certainty be consummated.” 

The letter will bé given to Chairman Ben- 
nett of the committee this morning. He 
will at once call ‘the committee together, 
either today or tomorrow, to take the 
ter up. | 

Alternative of Trustee Company.

SAYS CHURCH CAN SOLVE 
LABOR PROBLEM IF TRIED. 


Baptists Also Are Told by B. W. Parker 
That Political Power of Religious 
Bodies Must Be Restored. 


“ The longer I live the more Iam convinced 
that the church can solve the labor problem.” 
This was the statement of State Senator 
Francis W. Parker, made yesterday after- 
noon at the educational session of the Bap- 
tist General] Association of Illinois, held in 
Mande! hall, University of Chicago. , 

* Never can we be great oF prosperous as 
a people,” declared Mr. Parker, “ without a 
satisfied working class. In this country, in 
which the workingman has the ballot, no 
power can hold him in bounds while he is dis- 
satisfied. The labor element in this.country 
is dissatisfied, and there a great social prob- 
lem faces us.” 

Mr. Parker declared that the reason the 
workingman often is opposed to the church 
was that he believes the church to bé a friend 
of capitalists controlled by them. 

say that the wor is law- 
less,’’ continued the speaker. “ If he is, it is 
because he sees everywhere ‘ graft’ and in- 
iquity, and therefore has no faith left in legir- 
lators or legislation. Isay the political power 
of the church must come back to it. I do 
not mean anything of the old union of church 
and state. The church must make its in- 
fluence felt for clean politics,”’ 

While Mr. Parker treated the genera! topic, 
“The Relation of the Church to the Labor 
Problem,”’ from the labor standpoint, Prof. 
Charlies R. Henderson spoke from the educa- 
tional standpoint. “ The workingnian’s su- 
preme need is education, and by that I meah 
insight into the religious significance of the 
world and its ways,” he declared. “ The 
church has lost its hold on the working 
élasses.”"

The Rev. H. H. Berry, 
Joliet; E. P. Brand, superintendent of the 
state board of missions; the Rev. C. A. Cook;

PREDICTS TRADE SUPREMACY 
FOR THE UNITED STATES. 
Congresemas George E. Foss Addresses 


Chicago Credit Men’s Association at 
Its Banquet in the Auditorium Hotel. 


“ Before the end of the present century the 
United States will be the greatest indus- 
trial nation in the world. We shall wrest 
the banner of commercial eupremacy from 
old England and plant it on eur shores. We 


of commercial expansion this.country has 
ever known, and it remains for us to say 
what we will do with this golden opportu- 
nity.” 

These statements were made by Congress- 
man George &. Foss last evening in an ad- 
dress delivered at the monthly dinner of the 
Chicago Credit Men's association at the Au- 
ditorium hotel. He chose as his subject 
“ Commerce,’’ and enumerated a number of 
ways in which the national governmert 
might assist in extending the foreign trade. 

The attendance included 150 members, rep- 
resenting every prominent mercantile house 
in Chicago. 

“Last year our foreign trade aggregated 
$1,400,000,000, and of this amount $400,000,000 
was manufactured goods,”’ said Congress- 
man Foss. ‘“ Notwithstanding the high 
wages which we pay our workmen we have 
been able to compete successfully with other 
countries for the world’s trade. 

“Por six years the balance of trade has: 
been in our favor. We have the natural re- 
sources, we have the brains and executive 
ability, the inventive genius, and-the en- 
ergy to win the markets of the world if we 
would. Commerce will be the great watch- 
word of the future.” 

Mr. Foss urged a ship subsidy law and an 
improvement of the consular service, also a 
system of discriminating tariff duties.

While alighting from a street, car at.11 
o'clock last night, the Rev. Olin 8. Baker, 
pastor of the Deering Methodist Episcopal 
church, who lives at 2086 Sherman avenue, 
Evanston, stepped in front of another car, 
and suffered injuries which may cause his 
death. 

Mr. Baker had spent the evening in Chi- 
cago, and was returning home when the 
accident oceurred. As he left the north 
bound car at. Hamlin street Motorman 
James Cunningham of a rapidly approaching 
south bound car saw him hesitate, apparent- 
ly being confused. . 

Cunningham was quick to apply the 
brakes, as his car already had a record of 
three persons killed, and is known to the 
employés of the street railway as a “ hoe- 
doo.” Before the car stopped, however, it 
had struck the clergyman, knocking him 
to the ground and under the fender. He 
‘was dragged several feet before the car 
came to a standstill. 


Quick Run to Police Station. 


Passengers rushed out and carried the in- 
jured man inside the car, when a rapid run 
for the Evanston police station began. The 
car whizszed by a number of persons who were 
waiting on the corners and did not stop till 
it reached the police station, half 
away. Tén minutes after he was uck 
Mr. Baker was in a police ambulance and on 
his way to the Evanston hospital. 

The physicians at the hospital said that the 
outcome of the clergyman’s injuries could 
not be cted, but that his 
critical. suffered from 
cute on head and shoulders, and is sup- 
posed to be internally injured. 

Previous to becoming a pastor of the Deer~- 
ing church a short time ago, the Rev. Mr. 
Baker was pastor of the Desplaines church.

She warned mem- 
bers of women’s clubs to think twice before 
attempting to cross the moats limiting their 
sphere. 


Warns Men to Keep Out of Kitchens. 

An hour earlier Mrs. Henrotin had warned 
the men to keep away from the kitchen, and 
admonished the women to shun man’s 
cookery. 

Mrs. Sarah Tyson Rorer agreed with Mrs. 
Henrotin, and attempted to reconcile woman- 
kind to the idea of returning to the cook- 
Stove by urging that a knowledge of domestic 
science be made a qualification of suffrage. 
In this way Mrs. Rorer extended the olive 
branch of peace to the two opposing elements 
in the federation. The suffragists and do- 
mestic scientists both were happy at having 
been shown how to harmonize by meeting 


‘half way, and the end of differences seemed 


near. 


| Speech Provokes Storm. 

Then Mrs. Henrotin's arraignment of wom- 
an’s*clubs as fostering sensationalism and 
her suggestion that it was time for women 
to stop trespassing on man’s field of work 
provoked a storm. 

“Now what I want to know is this,” said 
Mrs. Henrotin. ‘“..re not women by their 
intense activity weakening men by com- 
parison? I want to know how far this stren- 
uous life works against sane action. There 
is a growing tendency among the women in 
clubs to care for nothing which does not 
present a spectacular or sensational aspect. 
I =y this for the good of the club move- 
ment,”’ | 


Stands for Reform Movements. 

Mrs. Robert Farson was the first ta’ take 
issue with Mrs. Henrotin. She declared that 
while the clubs would not neglect spiritual 
development it was plainly within woman's 
sphére to take a keen and active interest in 
civics. 

“Though it rests with the men to give 
us the ballot,’’ she said, “it rests with us 
to fit ourselves to receive it. The women's 
interest in municipal affairs has had a most 
striking effect in Chicago. Wothan’'s efforts 
to spread the doctrine of home sanitation 
has. caused an enormous reduction in the 
death rate in Chicago. Women combine hu- 
manitarianism and civic interest. <All re- 
forms for which woman's clubs have stood 
sponsor not only have had the improvement 
of the city as their ultimate purpose but its 
upliftment.’”’ 

Mrs. James Frake of the West End Wom- 
an'’s club urged that the federated clubs 
would do well to Interest themselves only in 
movements calculated to conserve the inter- 
ests of women and children. Mrs. Philip N.

‘TRUST, SAYS NIXON 


Fx-President of the Shipyard 
Combine Declares His Pro- 
tests Were Ignored. 


PIRECTORS DID AS TOLD. 


Testifies That. Prospectus Was 
Misleading and Profits of Beth- 
lehem Plant Diverted. 


New York, Oct. 21.—fSpecial.}—Lewis 
Nixon, who was president of the shipbuild- 
ing trust during its early life, today charged 


Charles M. Schwab with causing the wreck 


of the concern. 
Mr. Nixon was a witness in the examina- 
tion into the shipyard trust's affairs before 
Examiner Oliphant. He declared that the 
proposed expenditure of $2,802,000 for the 
improvement of the Bethlehem steel works 
had been approved by the shipyard trust 
directors over his own protest and warning 
that the action was likely to leave the main 
corporation without funds and wreck it. 


Schwab Ruled Directors. 


After this expenditure was approved, Mr. 
Nixon said he made several attempts to se- 
eure a meeting of the directors, and that 
Schwab finally told him that he (Schwab) 
bad instructed the directors to remain away 


* from a meeting. 


Mr. Nixon confirmed the claim of the 
bondholders that Max Pam, counsel for 
Schwab, had suggested a number of direc- 
tors for the trust. An effort was made to 
show that the directors elected at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Pam had not been stockhold- 
ers, but, like the young men of the Corpora- 
tion Trust company of New Jersey. who 
served in the early days of the combination, 
had been given shares enough to qualify, but 
Mr. Nixon had no personal knowledge of the 
transaction. 


Promoter’s Figures Accepted. 

Regarding the purchase of the constituent 
plants, Mr. Nixon disclaimed all responsi- 
bility for the negotiations and financial part 
He said the re- 
ports and figures of John W. Young, the 
promoter, were accepted and no independ- 
ent appraisement or investigation had been 
made. He said that he received $500,000 in 
eash, $667,000 in bonds, and $250,000 in stock 


for the Crescent property, his own yard, . 


and besides that he was given $700,000 in 
each kind of stock for agreeing not to en- 
gage in competitive business for a period of 
five years. He said that he paid $400,000 
for the. Moore property and turned it over 
to the combination for just what it had cost 
him.

BLUNDERING COURIER TELLS OF 
REFORMATORY REVOLT. 


Rushes Into the Lowden Headquarters 
and Declares That the Employes of 
the Pontiac Institution Refuse to Be 
Held Up in the Interests of the Gov- 
‘ernor’s Campaign Fund—Do Not 
Fear the Wrath of the State Execu- 
tive—Spoils Pian for Denial.

“Say,” gasped the messenger, grasping 
Cowley by the coat, ‘‘ we're up against it at 
Pontiac. What do you think of those fel- 
lows? Eight or ten of them declare they 
will not stand the assessment. What do you 
think of men holding jobs who refuse to put 
up a few dollars for the campaign expenses, 
anyway? They ought not to be on the pay 
roll, and we are thinking of letting them out 
on the ist of the month.” 


Great White Light. 

Cowley gazed at the wild eyed stranger in 
wonder.

EIGHT HUNDRED JOURNEYMEN 
ARE INVOLVED. 


Protective Association of Employers 
Aids Firms Already in Trouble and 
Precipitates General Action—Strike 
‘Voted to Begin Next Monday—San- 
sage Makers May Settle 
Packers—Street Car Men in a Con- 
ference Explain Their Demands. 


Eight hundred journeymen tailors, mem- 
bers of the Chicago local of the international 
union, threaten to strike in all but two of the 
large shops next Monday morning. The 
call was issued last evening after a meeting 
of the executive board of the organization. 

Three weeks ago the tailors employed by 
John Stevenson, Wabash avenue and Adams 
Street, and J. J. McGrath, Dearborn and 
Madison streets, went out to obtain a new 
scale of prices and the “free work”’ shop. 
The firms are members of the Tailors’ Pro- 
tective Association of Chicago, and the other 
companies belonging to it aided them in 
their fight. 

The officers of the union conferred with 
the executive board of the association and 
asked that they refuse to handle the goods 
ef the two firms, | 

“We will aid them and every other firm 
that suffers from a strike,’’ was the reply. 

The executive board of the union met at 
104 Randolph street and decided to call out 
the members next Monday morning. There 
are forty shops in Chicago employing jour- 
neymen tailors and thirty-eight of these 
have union employés. The officers of the 
union declared after the meeting that they 
will be able to tie up the industry. 


Sausage Makers May Settle, 


The sausage makers employed by the pack- 
ing firms of the country probably will reach 
a peaceable settlement of the wage contro- 
versy they are waging with their employers. 
A committee from them conferred with the 
representatives of the firm during the day 
and were told the packers would give a final 
answer to their demands at. 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

President D. G. Hamilton and Attorney EB. 
R. Bliss ofthe Chicago City railway company 
met a committee of the employés yesterday 
and heard the union’s version of the trouble 
that threatens to bring on a strike. After 
listening to Organizer Pratt’s explanation, 
they took the matter under consideration 
and will reply next Saturday. 


Employers and Teamsters Unite. 


The Chicago Employers’ association and 
the Associated Teaming Interests—the prin- 
cipal organizations of business men dealing 
with the local labor situation—yesterday 
joined forces to curb the growing power of 
trade unfons and preserve industrial peace. 

Affiliation was brought about by Chairman 


-R. J. Thorne of the advisory board of the 


teaming interests. It was accomplished by 
giving over to the association all the troubles 
dnd negotiations that do not directly in- 
volve the teamsters. 

The advisory board met in the morning and 
outlined its policy toward organized labor 
ahd the teamsters in particular. It was de- 
cided that in the future its arbitration board 
will confine its work to disputes between 
members and the teamsters. When a mem- 
ber of the interests has trouble with a labor 
organization not affiliated with the teamsters 
the dispute fs to be handled by the Employ- 
ers’ association. 


Plan to Detect Detectives. 


The local branches of the International 
Association of Machinists have formulateda 
plan for preventing detective bureaus from 
placing operators in factories and getting 
them memberships in trade unions. Three 
employés of these bureaus have been detected 
within two weeks, and several more are un- 
der surveillance. 

When the union machinists discover a 
member whose actions are suspicious they 


warn the shop steward. A committee is ap- 


pointed to watch him, and if he leaves his 


position and goes elsewhere the steward.

The party tn- 
cludes President Fish, Second Vice President 
Harahan, and Directors Astor, Luttgen, 
Auchincloss, Beach, and Vanderbilt. E. H, 
Harriman returned east last evening. 

The presence of Mr. Harriman at the meet- 
ing caused some comment, as he has not at- 
tended any Illinois Central meetings for some 
years. It was intimated that something 
more than this meeting had brought him, and 
the opinion seemed to be that he had strength- 
ened his hold on the Illinois Central and that 
the company would become more closely 
allied with the Harriman system. 


Harriman Ignorant of Wall Street. 

Being interviewed after the meeting, Mr. 
Harriman said, with a sarcastic smile: 

“I can express no opinion-as regards the 
Wall street situation, as I know little about 
Wall street.”’ 

‘He said the railways in the country are in 
better condition today than ever before. 

President Fish supplemented his interview 
in THE TRIBUNE yesterday by stating that 
he felt greatly gratified by the large number 
of stockholders attending this meeting. It 
indicated that Illinois Central stock is being 
bought in small lots. 

“The west is rich,” he said. ‘“ If we could 
sell all our stocks to people living along the 
line of the road, then we would have a com- 
miunity of interest worth something.” 


INDUSTRIAL PEACE IN ENGLAND. 


Ernest Augustus Hamlyn of Honoura- 
ble Artillery Talks of Labor 
Conditions. 


“The English working man has seen the 
folly of strikes and violence toward non- 
union men, and there has been scarcely any 
trouble there during the last two years,” 
said Ernest Augustus Hamlyn of the Hon- 
ourable Artillery company of London last 
night. Mr. Hamblyn is studying industrial 
conditions in. this country. 

“The ‘open shop’ is a question with us 
as it is in this country,’ said he, ‘‘ and not 
Hkely to be settled for some time, but its dis- 
cussion is attended with less bitterness than 
in America.”’ 

Mr. Hamlyn spent most of the day at the 
board of trade. He bought 50,000 bushels 
of wheat for December and May delivery. 

“ Chicago is the greatest grain center in the 
world,” said he, “ but why is it necessary to 
make so much noise in the pits? We are 
more dignified on the Baltic exchange.”’

EPIDEMIC OF SMALLPOX 
DISCOVERED IN LEMONT. 


Medical Inspector Spalding Finds 21 
Cases and Says Many More Exist— 
Town Put Under Quarantine. 


Twenty-one cases of smallpox were brought 
to ight in Lemont as the result of a visit to 
the town by Medical Inspector Spalding of 
Chicago yesterday. 

The announcement startled the town au- 
thorities, and last night a special meeting 
of the board of supervisors and village trus- 
tees was held. It was decided to close the 
schools, allow no large public meetings, and 
to keep the dwellings where the disease has 
appeared under strict guard. Fifty special 
policemen were deputized to guard the 
houses. Funds were voted also to carry on 
the fight against the disease. 

The disease, which at first was supposed 
to be chicken pox, was taken to Lemont, it 
is believed, by a Chicago woman who visited 
the family of Valentine Meschall two weeks 
ago. She was taken ill while in Lemont, and 
two days after her departure Meschall and 
his wife manifested the same symptoms, 
Before the week was over their eight chil- 
dren were ill. After that the disease spread 
rapidly. 

“We first learned of the presence of the 
disease from the fact that two cases came to 
Chicago for treatmemt,”” said Dr. Spalding 
last night. “ The first one was booked at a 
Chicago hospital on Oct. 8. Word was at 
once sent to Lemont, but no attention was 
paid to it until the second case arrived here, 
Oct. 19. 

‘‘ When this patient came we telegraphed 
to Lemont that there must be several! cases, 
and we received a telegram in reply asking 
that we come to give them advice. 

* I went there today and examined twenty- 
one cases, but there are many more. Some 
patients had entirely recovered, which indi- 
cates that the disease has been prevalent 
for at least five weeks, and, I have no doubt, 
a.much longer time. 

“TI advised the state health board of the 
conditions today, but it is as yet too early for 
it to have taken any steps.”’

GROWING SUPREMACY OF ‘RUSSIA. 

Reported cession of Manchuria to Rus- 
sia by treaty with China comes apparently 
after the fact. Russia undertakes, it is 
asserted from Berlin, to conduct any war 
arising with a third power in consequence 
of the new compact. Should China with- 
draw its military codperation Russia is to 
carry on the war ‘alone, and, in the event 
of victory, China is to withdraw all! its 
military and civil officials. During peace 
the customs are to be under joint Chinese 
and Russian control like the posts and tele- 
graphs, disputes to be settled by a Rus- 
sian referee. 

This, if authentic, is the most important 
diplomatic news of many years. But it can- 
not be said to contain substantial novelty. 
A former Lord Derby asserted that Russia 
conquered by sap and mine. In these years 
Russmn advance has been with the loco- 
motive. When Russian statesmanship 
procured from China a concession to build 
the longest continuous railroad ever con- 
structed it entered upon the new era of its 
progress and inaugurated with the locomo- 
tive a new epoch in the history of the world. 

= . With every mile of rails the frontiers of 
: Russia were extended in practically all di- 
rections more than commeunsurately. 
- the locomotive transformed Siberia from a 
rumored desert and originally a penal dump 
into a treasure house of the precious metals 
and useful minerals, of agriculture and po- 
tential industries, the locomotive Russian- 
+ ized Manchuria before China awoke to the 
fact that cession of the province by pen 
would be a mere formality after the fact. 
Today Manchuria is Russian ethnically, and 
treaty stipulations are redundant or super- 
fluous. 
_ Nor hasthis country anything to fear from 
the reported treaty. The concessions re- 
specting American trade made with equal 
cordiality by Russia and China severally 
will be unquestionably maintained by them 
jointly. The ancient friendship of Russia 
for the United States has been so practical, 
so faithful, and so rational that any inter- 
ruption of their commercial amity is not 
conceivable. Russian material progress has 
been largely accomplished with the aid of 
American mind and American materials. 
The people of the United States have far 
more reason to look with confidence to in- 
creasing Russian power in the east than to 
expect extensive gaifs to civilization 
throngh reluctant and niggardly concessions 
by China, which is impotent to maintain its 
own ovder. 

The impression of the new world concern- 
img the Russian nation has been largely 
ereated by Russia’s enemies. That impres- 
sion is in brief a stupid and illiterate peas- 
antry, a sordid middle class, and an auto-— 
¢ratic court. Let us look for a moment at 
Russia through Russian eyes. THe Trixz- 
Uxe has before it a Russian daily newspa- 
per, the Journal de St. Petersburg, of Oct. 
1. It presents in miniature a day of Rus- 
sian news.. In the court columns we find 
ladies of the imperial family visiting the 
epileptic children’s hospital, which is under 
the patronage of the Grand Duchess Eliza- 
beth. From various parts of the empire are 
dispatches illustrating the phenomen:! 
activity of the nation in education and trade. 
One dispatch notes that along the route of 
the Siberian railway schools are being 
opened for the postal and telegraphic em- 

~ployése Opening of commercial schools 
throughout the empire is now a daily vc- 
currence. In the court news we find that 
the minister in charge has authorized the 
mining institute named for the Empress 
Catherine to admit 102 young men who have 
passed the required examination. In an- 
other part of the paper appears the an- 
houncement of an exhibition of horticulture 
and viticulture in which the majority of the 
gardeners of the Caucasus and the south of 
Russia are taking part. ise 
It has been said that the government of 
Russia knows the peasant only to tax or 
souseript him. This Russian newspaper re- 
Yeals the government in a different and 
exceedingly intimate relation with the labor. 
of the empire. It contains xMsuminary of 
the report of the loans made by the govern- 
ment for the promotion of agricultura) imn- 
provements last year. The accommodatious 
extend over the entire range of industries 
connected directly and indirectly with cul- 
me «tivation of the soil, including even draining 
ef marshes, irrigation, and orchard exten- 
sion, as well as tillage, vineyards, wine mak- 
mg, stock raising, and forestry.

The gold ruble, 
the unit of its currency, is a little over our 
half dollar on the gold basis. It is easy, 
therefore, to make an approximate estimate 
of Russian monetary values. Silver is used 
for the subsidiary coins only. 

American interest in Russian progress is 
at once selfish and generous. There is no 
ground for apprehension that the new 
treaty, whatever may be its specifications, 
will alter in any essential respect the actual- 
ly open door which it has been the American 
policy for a century to win by amicable 
methods throughout the world. Progress in 
Russia means progress in the whole eastern 
hemisphere, of which Russia appears to be 
on the road to the primacy with probably 
as good a natural title as that by which this 
country holds the primacy of the western 


hemisphere. 


NORTH AMERICA’S MANIFEST DESTINY. 

The day will come when, to paraphrase 
Cecil Rhodes’ famous expression, the map 
of North America will be all red, white, and 
blue, No man can tell when that day will 
come, but come it will. 

Let not this prophecy disturb the most 
independent of Canadians. When the union 
is effected between their immense and fer- 
tile country and the United States it will 
be effected as a partnership and because of 
the desire and wish of both partners. Que- 
bec, Ontario, and Manitoba will become 
states on equal terms with New York or 
Illinois. They will send senators and con- 


gressmen to Washington; they will have 


their own state and municipal governments 
at home. When the political pendulum 


| swings northward, as it will with the regu- 


larity of time, one of them may furnish in 
the future to the great nation of which they 
will be part its president. They will fre- 
quently, if not continuously, have a repre- 
sentative in the cabinet of the president, 
If, at the time the union is formed, the ter- 
ritories of Alberta, Saskatchewan, Assini- 
boia, Athabasca, Columbia, and Yukon have 
sufficient population they, too, will be ad- 
mitted as states. If they are too thinly set- 
tled they will go through the same novitiate 
the American territories have experienced 
and be admitted as soon as their progress 
warrants it. 

The removal! of the imaginary boundary 
line which separates Canada from the 
United States would bring additional! great- 
ness to both countries. The leveling of the 
customs houses which mark its course would 
effect the increased prosperity of both. 
The removal of the manacles fastened by 
international jealousy upon the trade of the 
two nations would raise that figure, already 
vigorous, handcuffed though she be, into 
immense and graceful proportions. The 
south would find a huge new market in 
Canada, and Canada would finda huge new 
market in the south. The region between 
would aid and share in the expanded wel- 
fare of both. 

Another reason why we Americans so 
earnestly look forward to the union that is 
sure to come is on account of the eharacter 
of the Canadians. They are our kind of 
people. The addition of such men, women, 
and children as they are to our citizenship 
could not but do us good. We respect them, 
for one reason, because they have been able 
to beat us an equal number of times at 
skating, and yachting, and lacrosse, and 
football. They are the only other people iv 
the world who know what baseball really 
means. Such comparison may not seem 
particularly philosophical at first. But 
isn’t it true that it is the way of taking 
pleasure rather than the way of doing busi- 
ness that makes friends? The Canadians 
are the only ones who take their pleasures 
like us; and we are the only ones who take 
our pleasures like them. Besides, they do 
business like us. They railroad, they farm, 
they herd cattle, they mine as we do. They 
have dollars and cents, not pounds and shil- 
lings. Ch 
Manifest destiny points to the union, 
The United States is satisfied to wait, know- 
ing that it will be accomplished in the full- 
ness of time.

“SOMETHING DIVINE.” 

Now, speaking of natural rights and of 
ethical standards, the addresses which are 
being made down at Cairo before the state 
federation of women’s clubs must seem 
ominous and even impious to those persons 
who like to regard natural rights as in- 
alienable and ethical standards as immuta- 
ble. 

‘There used to be a time when any map 
would have resented the insinuation that he 
had no right to keep his child out of school 
and no right to put that child at work when- 
ever he pleased. A child was a chattel. 
Today in Illinois you may not put your 
child to work till he has reached the age of 
14, and you may not keep him out of school 
after he has reached the age of 7. The 
right of the father to do what he pleases 
with his child has been modified by the right 
of the child to have a period of play and of 
study. 

_ This change in the natural rights of 
fathers and of children has been paralleled 


| by the change in the ethical standards gov- 


erning the conduct of women. What would 
Cato have thought if his wife had joined the 
Capitoline Woman’s club and had gone as 
a delegate to Carthage to attend the sessions 
of the Mediterranean Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs? What would he have said when 
the news came back to Rome that the Medi- 
terranean federation was preparing to sub- 
mit a petition to the Roman senate demand- 
ing comfortable beds for the inmates of the 
Mamertine prison? 

Today it is not unwomapnly to travel all

still remains unwomanly, however, to inhale 
the fumes of the nicotine plant.

THE OVERBEARING JANITOR. 

Those flat janitors who are out on strike, 
and who sought to prevent the delivery of 
groceries, milk, coal, ice, and other supplies 
to tenants on Tuesday last, failed in their 
purpose and came to defeat at the hands of 
one plucky woman, Not only did she induce 
the drivers to disregard the advice and the 
threats of pickets in the interests of those 
whose comfort she is looking after but she 
temporarily filled the places of the strikers 
with scrub women, who are performing 
their new duties so well that she is inclined 
to keep them permanently and let the fel- 
lows who are walking outside continue 
walking until they find other jobs. 

The janitor pickets will have precious 
little sympathy from the public, especially 
that large element of the public which lives 
in apartment houses, so far as their strike 
is concerned, and as little sympathy if they 
lose their jobs. Many of them have been 
petty tyrants in the flats over which they 
exercise sovereignty and have made life a 
burden to tenants by their exactions and 
small tyrannies. It comes near to breaking 
the camel’s back when these same janitors, 
because of some disagreement with an agent 
or an owner, seek to prevent the delivery 
of the necessaries of daily life to innocent 
tenants and prejudice the comfort and 
health of women and children. 7 

If the places of these janitors are filled 
they will’only have themselves to blame. 
It is easy to fill them, and there probably 
are thousands of men who are competent to 
fill them, and would be more than glad to 
do so. That they should have organized 
themselves into a union at all is only an- 
other oe of the unionizing mania 
which has seized upon unskilled working 
men and the mania for organization where 
there is no need for organization. When 
a union menaces the health of innocent 
women and children as a means of carrying 
on a strike it need not expect to have any 
sympathy from the general public or from 
working men who have any sense of “ the 
eterna! fitness of things.” It is time that. 
the leaders of unions or of the federation 
laid down the law to this insolent and over- 
bearing lot of unskilled fellows. It is time 
the janitors’ union was dissolved. 


GR. MERRY DEL VAL, whose ap-

been announced, is the first occupant 
of that post (which is virtually that of the 
prime minister of the papacy) who has 
achieved distinction as a football player, and 
who is able to talk English without any trace 
of a foreign accent. He was not only born in 
England but likewise received his early edu- 
cation at the College of Stonyhurst, where he 
‘Jeft a.name for himself in connection with his 
prowess in the football field. It is not his 
mother but his grandmother who was Eng- 
lish, his mother having been, like himself, a 
Spaniard. 

The Merry del Vals have always been high 
in favor at the court of Madrid, one of them, 
indeed, having been the tutor of young King 
Alfonso, so that the present dynasty in Spain 
will, as long as the new papal secretary of 
state remains in office, be able to rely upona 
continuance of that powerful support by the 
vatican. which it enjoyed throughout the 
reign of Leo XIII. Mgr. Merry del Val has on 
several occasions visited the United States. 
But it is difficult to speak with any degree 
of certainty concerning his sentiments to- 
wards this country, since he cannot have 
remained indifferent to the strong protest 
on the part of a certain element of the Amer- 
‘ican prelacy at the time when there was @ 
talk of his appointment to the post of papal 
delegate at Washington. Indeed, his name 
was withdrawn in consequence of these ob- 


jections. 


While on the subject of the papacy I may 
mention that it is now definitely decided that 
when President’Loubet returns the king and 
queen of Italy’s Parisian visit at Rome next 
month he will not call-upon Pius X. ‘at the 
vatican. At Paris it is announced that the 
president has no intention of seeking an in- 
terview with the pope when he goes to Rome. 
At the vatican it is stated that “* President 
Loubet will not be received by his holiness,” 
the inference being that the pontiff has de- 
clined to receive a call from the chief magis- 
trate of France. If that be really the case, 
it may be regarded as foreshadowing an early 
rupture of the concordat, or treaty, regulat- 
ing the relations between the papacy and the 
French government, which dates back from 
the time of the first Napoleon. 

The recent bestowal by the czar of the title 
of secretary of state upon M. Bezobrazoff 
serves to call attention to a personage who 
is generally credited with being the em- 
peror’s most trusted adviser, most intimate 
friend, and who is regarded not only at St. 
Petersburg but also at Berlin, at Vienna, 
and Paris .as the most influential factor at 
the present moment in Russia’s domestic and 
foreign policy. 

Denounced by his many foes as a court 
favorite more powerful than any other since 
the days of the favorites of the Russian 
monarchs of the eighteenth century, praised 
on the other hand by his friends, who include 
many members of the reigning house, as a 
most enlightened man, who has been prompt- 
ed by the most disinterested of motives to 
place his wealth and his services at the dis- 
posal of his sovereign, he first came to the 
fore when he quitted the Chevalier Gardes 
regiment, tn which he held a commission, in 
order to take an active part in the organiza- 
tion of that species of voluntary secret police 
known as the “ holy band "’ (swashchennata 
drouzhina), formed for the purpose of spe- 
cially protecting the imperial family against 
the nihilists, meeting the latter with their 
own weapons and fighting them both at home 
and abroad by means of a secret corps of po- 
litical police composed of the flower of the 
muscevite aristocracy.

It has 
for its obféct the extermination of the pest 
of bogus “ Indian princes ”’ that periodically 
settles upon London and visits the United 
States. From now on the Indian government 
will furnish certificates in the shape of pass- 
ports to all bona fide princes, rajahs, nobles, 
and young natives of respectable family who 
leave for the purpose of visiting Europe and 
America. 

While these passports entail no obligation 
on the part of the Anglo-Indian government 
to defray the liabilities incurred by the bear- 
er, yet they will at any rate constitute a 
guarantee that the owner of the document 
in question is not a mere vulgar swindler. 
There have been so many cases of fraud 
during the last few years perpetrated by 
Indians who have endeavored to “ raise the 
wind,”’ financially speaking. both in England 
and in America by pretending to be princes, 
and thus investing themselves with the 
glamour of membership in the ancient reign- 
ing houses of Hindustan—numbers of them 
who are In reality mere conjurers. acrobats, 
or bona fide criminals, being at the present 
moment inmates of English penitenttiaries 
and workhouses—that the Anglo-Indian gov- 
ernment has felt that the time has come to 
call a halt, since matters have reached such 
a pass that the mention that an Indian was 
a “ native prince " was enough to cause peo- 
ple to look upon him with suspicion. 

So, if any Indian princes again visit the 
United States, it will be just as well to keep 
them at a distance, and not to put them up 
at the clubs, or to invite them to one’s home 
until one has been able to assure one’s self 
by a perusal of their British passports that 
they are really what they claim to be. 

I hear that it is the duke of Sutherland 
who is furnishing the $100,000 needed to com- 
promise the $250,000 worth of Habilities of 
the dowager countess of Rosslyn, thus secur- 
ing her discharge from the bankruptcy court.

LESSON NO. 78—Broadening the Education 
of Trained Nurses. 


T the old time idea of “ training ” 
women to be nurses is evolving itself 
into a modern educational system 
equivalent to that adopted in other 
professions is evidenced by the meth- 

ods in use in the new school for nurses con- 
nected with the Presbyterian hospital of 
Chicago. 

Modeling itself upon the work done in 
women’s schools throughout the country, as 
well as taking the best from existing nurses’ 
schools, this school aims to offer to its stu- 
dents a course of instruction which wil] meet 
the desires of those wishing for high pro- 
fessional standing and will produce nurses 
thoraughly competent in the theory and prac- 
tice of nursing in all its branches. 

That the instruction will be of the highest 
order is assured by the fact that the trustees 
of the school are working in unison with the 
staff of the Rush medical college, who, in co- 
operation with the principal and staff of in- 
structors of the school, are responsible for 
all educational matters. 

This affiliation of the nurses’ school with, 
the Rush medical college, and in.that way in- 
directly with the University of Chicago, 
makes it stand as unique among schools for 
nurses. 

Appreciation of the school’s efforts to at- 
tain a high standard has been shown by some 
of the well known city organizations. The 
Visiting Nurses’ association of Chicago and 
the Domestic Science school have given 
valuable assistance and are still doing so by 
+ ag te instructors in some branches of the 
wor ‘ 


> 

The course of instruction planned for the 
student nurse covers three years and a half. 
The first half year consists of a preparatory 
period during which time the pupil resides in 
the nurses’ home and receives both practical 
and theoretical] instruction in many points 
which it is necessary for her to know before 


liminary training being to prepare the stu- 
dent nurse to enter the hospital with suffi- 
cient fundamental knowledge to allow her 
to benefit to the utmost by her work there 
from the time of entrance. 

During the preliminary course theoretica] 
work given by the staff of Rush medical col- 
lege in the class rooms of that college, covers 
bacteriology, hygiene, materia medica, anat- 
omy, and physiology. 

Practical work takes up cookery, which, 
with dietetics, is taught by domestic science 
graduates; the care of the household; nurs- 
ing th class demonstrations by a graduate 
nurse instructor and in the homes of the poor 


Nurses’ association; minor medicine and 
surgery in the central free dispensary under 
the staff and teachers of the dispensary. 

This training of young women in domestic 
science makes a departure in training nurses, 
for they are trained in the practical applica- 
tion of the laws of hygiene and sanitation, in 
a deeper knowledge of foods, and wider 
understanding of the care of convalescents 
and building up a wasted body. These sub- 
jects have been taught before as far as time 
and strength permitted, but by centering 
them in a preparatory course al! the advan- 
tage is gained of concentrated work. A 
nurse learns before taking charge of a pa- 
tient the importance of a perfectly cared for 
room, a nourishing meal arranged upon an 
attractive tray. 

The advantages of the preparatory training 
over the old time method of placing the 
young nurse directly in the hospital wards 
are many. First and of utmost importance is 
the fact that the patient in the‘hospital is 
not at the mercy of the untrained and untried 
woman. However well meaning the young 
nurse may be, the nature of the work, with 
its heavy responsibilities, its utter strange-

If nothing else be accomplished 
by the preliminary course the withholding 
of the “ probationer’’ or uncapped nurse 
from the hosgital wards removes an injustice 
to patients in hospitals and to young women 
who wish to take up the work of nursing. 


The preparatory period ideally carried out 
affords an opportunity for the student nurse 
to live for the time in a home atmosphere, 
surrounded by influences which broaden the 
mind, train the judgment, stimulate high 
ideals, and strengthen the character. Dur- 
ing this time the mind Is trained to study by 
a systematic course of class instruction; the 
hands learn to work by taking care of the 
home—making beds, dusting, sweeping, 
cooking of the meals, washing dishes, sewing 


—everything, in short, about a home that / 
. every woman should know and should take 


pleasure in doing correctly. Physical én- 
durance, a necessity for every woman who 
would be a nurse, is attained by the daily 
routine work apportioned to each student in 
the home, by the visite made to the homesof 
the poor with the graduate nurse Instructors, 
and by her hours on duty in the dispensary. 


' The first contact with sickness is acquired 


without any responsibility being assumed, 
and it is repeated daily until the strangeness 
and fear have disappeared. 


With so much to be accomplished in a/. 


short time the error of overdoing must not 
be made, nor must undue importance be 
given to one line of development. The mind 


must be trained; also the hands and the body / 


—but above, and beyond all is the character 
devolpment ,of importance, for only the 
woman of high principle and strong moral 
attributes can make a nurse worthy the 
name. 

The ambition of the school for nurses of the 
Presbyterian hospital is to have’ such a 
preparatory course—one in which young 
women will be prepared to enter the work of 
nursing. This, followed by a properly 
graded course of three years, during which 
time thorough and systematic instruction 
-will be given in every subject necessary to 
make intelligent, healthy, and acceptable 
nurses. Nor ts this ambition a selfish one—

be nurses; to provide more skilled nurses for

/PRODUCE PRICES ARE FIRM. 


With Few Exceptions the Market 
Holds Steady—Apple CropShows 
a Shortage. 


In almost all lines of country produce the 
quotations of Tuesday were unchanged yes- 
terday, and in the most staple lines there 
was a decidedly firm tone to the market. 
There was a good demand for both butter and 
eggs, the feeling in veal was steadier, and the 
decline in potatoes was checked. The apple 
crop, now generally harvested, is moderate 
in bulk and unevenly distributed. Latest 
advices to Orange Judd Farmer indicate 
the crop at 36,000,000 bris, as compared with 
44,000,000 bris in 1902, 27,000,000 bris in 1901, 
and 57,000,000 bris in 1900. This year there 
are serious shortages in the west and south- 
west, made up in part by good yields in Mich- 
igan, New York, Pennsylvania, and New 
England. This requires the shifting of a lot 
of fruit from surplus states in the east to 
make up deficiencies in the warehouses of the 
central west.

The local stock market yesterday showed 
steadiness for most issues, and trading was 
fairly well distributed, but less in volume 
than during the previous days of the week.

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


Chicago Men Interested in the Ameri- John A. Scott of the London Assurance 


Sentenced to Prison for Theft—Sec- 
retary of Company Is Out. 


New York, Oct. 21.—[Special.J—John A. 
Scott was today sentenced by Judge Foster 
in the Court of General Sessions to not less 
than one year and not more than five years 
in the state prison for grand larceny in the 
second degree. Scott for ten years was in 
the employ of the London Assurance of Lon- 
don, and ‘it is alleged he stole upwards of 
$25,000, although the complaint epecified 


only $264. 

Herbert 8. Ogden appeared in behalf of 
Scott and made a plea for mercy, going so far 
as to ask the sentence be suspended because 
Scott was poor, alone, and friendless. 

‘** When he came to this country eleven years 
ago from Scotland,’’ said Mr. Ogden, *‘ he had 
saved $100, and this was borrowed from him by 
a superior officer of the company. 

“When he was made assistant cashier of the 
company he was not long in the position when 
men borrowed from him more in one week than he 
could earn in a year. After three or four years 
he married a beautiful young woman and became 
desperate and took some money for his own use.”’ 

Judge Foster in sentencing the prisoner said 
he could not permit his individual feelings to 
enter into the matter. ‘‘I am convinced,’’ he 
said, ‘‘a higher official is more guilty than you, 
he should be heid up to public scorn. This rascal 
had something to do with your downfall.”’ 

Filed with the papers is an affidavit which says 
a man named W. EB. Caldwell, secretary of the 
company, frequently forced Scott to give him 
money. 

The announcement that W. E. Caldwell, for 
many years local secretary of the London, ie no 
longer connected) with it aroused much interest 
in insurance circles today. 

The second day's session of the liability confer- 


ence of managers of the employers’ lability com-

FINE POINT OF INSURANCE LAW. 


National Association at Hartford Try- 
ing to Decide Whether Business Be- 
longs to Agent or Company. 


Hartford, Conn., Oot. 21.—[Special.]—The 
chief feature of today’s session of the Na- 


tional association of local fire insurance 
agents was the consideration of the New 


York injunction case, in which an agent was 
prohibited from using or copying from his 


. record expirations of business in several dif- 


ferent companies represented by the agency. 

He had bought out the business, but one com- 
pany refused to eontinue its agency with him, 
and went to the courts with the purpose of pre- 
venting him from taking any advantage from 
the record of the company’s business. The mat- 
ter was fully discussed in executive session this 
forenoon, the question being whether the agent 
or the company owns the business of an agency. 
The general sentiment was that it belongs to the 
agent. In conclusion the association appointed 
Emmett Rhodes, president of the New York as- 
sociation, to take into consideration the whole 
question of an agent's right to solicit expira- 
tions, and, if it appears to Mr. Rhodes that the 
case ought to be appealed, then he is to prose- 
cute it or appeal to the higher courts. Arrange- 
ments were made for the necessary funds. 

Two interesting addresses were on the day’s 
program. Mr. Henry E. Hess, manager of the 
New York Fire Insurance exchange, spoke on 
‘How Schedule Rating Helps the Local Agent,’’ 
arid President Rhodes of the New York associa- 
tion read an instructive paper on “ The Rela- 
tion of the Local Agents to the Company under 
the American Agency System.’’ 

The general tenor of his argument was that It 
would be well to return to the closer relations 
which formerly prevailed between the companies 
and their agents. The inspection bureau should 
not come between the companies and agents, and 
the personal responsibility of the latter should be 
more fully recognized.

Holders of Merrimac Building Com- 
pany Bonds Have Deposited Them 
and Are Ready to Sell—Owners of 


Rent Amounting to Nearly $200,000, 
Which Must Be Paid Soon; to Avoid 
Foreclosure Sale, 


Negotiations are pending to tranefer con- 
trol of the Stewart building to am eastern 
capitalist, who is supposed to be John Wana- 
maker of Philadelphia. Mr. Wanamaker 
made a fiying visit to.Chicago two weeks 
dgo and was known to inspect the building 
and also look into the legal status of the 
title, 

The property is involved in several suits. 

The building is a twelve story steel struc- 
ture, standing on the northwest corner of 
State and Washington streets. In 1893 it 
wae built on 9114x04.7 feet of ground, leased 
by H. H. Kohisaat from George M. Pullman 
and Watson Matthews, then the trustees of 
the Stewart eatate. The ground rent was to 
be $57,000 until 1001, $65,000 from that time 
until 1906, and $75,000 after that time to 
1995. 
In 1896 the lease was assigned to the Mer- 
rimac Building company, which issued bonds 
to the extent of $300,000 for twenty years at 
6 per cent. These bonds were secured by a 
mortgage on the leasehold. 


Interest Is Defaulted. 
Interest on the bonds was defaulted, and 


iam Mavor were constituted a committee 
to acton the part of the bondholders. They 
instituted proceedings to foreclose the mort- 
gage on the leasehold, which action is still 
pending. 

A bill for back ground rent was then filed 
by the Northern Trust company, which had 
become trustee of the Stewart estate. The 
result of these two suits was that an agree- 
ment was entered into in 1002 to enter a 
decree finding $180,978 due on ground rent, 
which other costs and fees increased to 
$199,359. The judgment must be paid be- 
fore March 15, 1904, by the Merrimac Build- 
ing company or a judicial sale of lease and 
building in the interests of the Stewart heirs 
will be the result. 


_ All but Three Bonds Deposited. 
All but three of the outstanding bonds have 
been deposited with Franklin H. Head. The 
other three bonds have not been located. It 
is said that the $297,000 of bonds are offered 
at a low price. It was said $47,500 would se- 
cure them. The purchaser of the bonds, by 
paying the $199,000 judgment, will gain con- 
trol of the property.

THE HANDBOOKS. 


Borrows Idea from St. Louis 


and Hopes to Stamp 
Out Gambling. 


HAS A DOUBLE REMEDY. 


Would Stop Ticker Service and 
Will Revoke Licenses of 
Offending Saloons. 


By stopping the ticker service and revoking 
the licenses of offending saloons, Mayor Har- 
rison declared yesterday he would drive 
handbook makers from Chicago. 

Corporation Counsel Tolman is to be asked 
to discover a way of forcing the telegraph 
company to refuse ticker service to the 
gamblers, and District Attorney Joseph Ww. 
Folk of St. Louis will be asked to explain 
the methods by which he stamped out hand- 
book making in that city. 

“ Tf St. Louis can stop it, we can,” said the 
mayor. “I should like to know how Folk got 


at the telegraph companies.” 

For several weeks the mayor had had in- 
vestigators preparing a list of saloons in 
which bets are taken, and the offenders, he 
says, will be informed they can close 
their books or their saloons. The winter 
books and betting at the Washington Park 
track next year will not be tolerated, the 
mayor says. 

Day of Reckoning Here. | 

“If we can stop the ticker service we will 
flo so,”” he said. ‘‘ We tried once before and 
pucceeded in getting the telegraph companies 
‘to close down for a few days. Then the book- 

makers put in telephones and get the odds 
that way, so we had to get after the Chicago 
Telephone company. 

Folk has found a method by 
which the telegraph companies can be re- 
strained from furnishing this service in St. 
Louis I guess we can use the same plan here 
in Chicago. 

“There are warm times in store in this 
town for the men who have been making 
books and for all the interests connected 
with racetrack gambling. I intend to go 
after the big and the little. If‘ stop hand- 
book making this winter there will be no 
betting at wees Park track next 
summer. 

** Some time ago I announced that I knew 
of only tWo ways by which to stop betting 
on the races. One is to prevent the publica- 
tion of racing tips and the other is to close 
the saloons which have handbooks. I can 
revoke saloon licenses, and I'll do it. The 
information upon which I will act has just 
been placed in my hands.”

MAN AND MILLION. 


FATHER GIVEN CONTROR OF 
‘MOSES FOWLER CHASE. 


United States Cireuit Court of Appeals 
in Chicago Affirms Decision of Fed- 
eral Jadge in Indiana—Ends Long 
Legal Contest in Which Charges of 
Kidnaping and Undue Influence 
Were Made—Sunstroke E~-ds in a 
Sanitarium. 


The control of Moses Fowler Chase, in- 
competent, and his estate of nearly a million 
dollars yesterday was finally settled when 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Chicago affirmed a decision of a federal 
court in Indiana. Fréderick 8. Chase of 
Lafayette. Ind., the father, is adjudged to be 
the legal guardian of his son. The claim of 
George Hoadly Jr. and the aunt of the 
young millionaire on whose petition he was 
i guardian in Cincinnati, are re- 
ecte 

Although an appeal to the United States 
Supreme court is possible the ruling is con- 
ceded to end the long legal contest for recus- 
tody of Chase. The decision, dismissing 
Hoadly’s petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus for young Chase, affirms the right 
of the state court of Indiana in appointing 
the young man's father custodian of his 
person and property... The plea of Hoadly 
that only the appointment by the court in 
Ohio was legal is disregarded. 


Charges of Undue Influence. 
Although it was conceded that Chase, who 
is 25 years old and mentally deficient, had 
been given into his aunt’s care with his 
father’s consent, the charge was made that 
the continued detention of the young man 
by his aunt until last March was in pursu- 
ance of an alleged plan to influence Chase to 
give over his property to her. 

Mrs. Duhme’s attorneys charged that Mr. 
Chase was especially eager to get possession 
of the young man, because, by preventing 
the son from disposing of his estate to others, 
the father would be his sole heir. The son 
is under treatment in a Lafayette (Ind.) san- 
itarium., 

Incidents of the long contest were related 
in court by William A. Ketchum, represent- 
ing the petitioner. When Moses Fowler 
Chase was 6 years old, the attorney said, .he 
inherited nearly $1,000,000 from his grand- 
father, Moses Fowler. He was given into 
the keeping of his aunt, Mrs. Ophelia Duhme. 


. Sunstroke Affects His Mind. 

Shortly before young Chase was 21 years 
old a sunstroke affected his mind, and he 
was sent to a sanitarium at Flint, Mich. The 
boy was adjudged insane, it is said, for the 
purpose of getting him into the sanitarium. 
When he became of age a Cincinnati court 
adjudged him to be of sound mind. 

Three years ago Chase went with Mrs. 
Duhme to Europe. While there he under- 
went a rélapse and was confined in a Paris 
sanitarium. While the young man was 
abroad the father was appointed guardian 
of his son’s estate by the courts of Benton 
county, Ind. 

At the same time the young man is said to 
have been kidnaped from the sanitarium in 


,. Paris, taken to Cherbourg, and from there 


to New. York. The court record alleges that 
the youn. man, whilé held as prisoner by his 
father’s agents, was taken from the ocean 
steamer by a tug in the New York outer har- 
bor and removed secretly to Lafayette, Ind. 

Last April, on the petition of the young 
man’s aunt, Mr. Hoadly was appointed 
guardian by the Probate court of Cincinnati. 
The habeas corpus proceedings were begun to 
settle the question of jurisdiction.
